All taxpayers should read the following re- 
quirement and comply with it: 


Section 35, Chapter 81, Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1944: ''Before making an assessment, 
the assessors shall give reasonable noticein 
writing to the inhabitants, by posting notifi- 
cations in some public place in town or shall 
notify them in such ways as the town, at its 
annual meeting directs, to make and bringin 
to them true perfect lists of their polls and 
all their estates, real and personal, not by 
lawexempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed onthe first day of April of the same 
year. Ifany resident owner, after such notice, 
does not bring in such lists, he is hereby 
barred of his right to make application to the 
assessors or the county commissioners for 
any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers 
such a list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time 
appointed, "'

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COMMENTS 


The construction of additional school facilitiesis a feature of 
the years operation, the financing being an authorized use of the 
towns borrowing capacity. It was an excellent procedure to 
maintain a separate checking account forreceipts and disburse- 
ments, however, the unexpended funds of $3, 074.51 as set forth 
on Exhibit D is not acontradiction of the actual check book bal- 
ance of $3,206.72 as set forth on Exhibit A; the difference is 
because refunds were deposited in the general checking account 
from which payments were made in excess of the refunds. The 
total cost was well within the $30, 000. 00 actually borrowed, how- 
ever, annual repayment of $3, 000. 00 in September was so sched- 
uled that this amount became due, together with interest, long 
before final completion and acceptance, making necessary the 
temporary use ofunappropriated funds for thesepurposes. The 
cost to the town is exclusive of any State Aid that may or may 
not be available. : 


In accordance with the voted authority unexpended balances, 
with two designated exceptions, were made available for ex- 
penditure in the current year but since this authority did not per- 
tain to the ending balances they again must lapse to surplus. 
For the reason that such balances are no longer separate en- 
tities and the amounts are so ofteninconsistent with needs, it is 
the generally accepted practice, whenever the voters feel that 
surplus funds are available, to appropriate from surplus definite 
amounts consistent with the full money needs of only one or a 
very few single purposes and to raise full amounts for all other 
purposes. This procedure makes it clear to the voters just 
how much is raised or appropriated and does not ignore the loss 
from overdrafts. Occasionally voters will desire to set aside 
the surplus effect of net unexpended balances to capital reserves 
for such purposes as replacement of a school bus or a new fire 
engine, thus avoiding special taxes or loans at the timeor pur- 
chase. 


Tax collections equal to more than 94% of the current tax 
commitment is regarded as quite satisfactory and the balances 
in prior years taxes are minor, A reserve againstover valua- 
tion of uncollected taxes forms a part of your accounting.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I submit herewith the financial report of the school depart- 
ment, the budget of the school committee, and my fourth an- 
ual report as superintendent of schools. 


School enrollment reported during the fall term was as fol- 
lows: Sub-Primary, 20; Grade One, 13; Grade Two, 24; Grade 
Three, 13; Grade Four, 21; Grade Five, 12; Grade Six, 11; Grade 
Seven, 15; Grade Eight, 21; Grade Nine, 16; Grade Ten, 17; 
Grade Eleven, 17; Grade Twelve, 19; Post Graduate, 1. Ele- 
mentary School Total (Sub-Primary - Grade 8), 150; High School 
Total (Grades 9 - 12), 70; Total of all grades 220. 


Teachers new to the teaching staff this year are: Eileen Black, 
Grades 2 & 3; Dorothy Bakeman, Grades 7 & 8; Anne Fontaine, 
French; Roger Whitney, social studies and coaching; and Richard 
Pratt, mathematics and science. 


Important improvements to the school plant andprogram 1964 
were: 


(1) The addition ofclassroom space at the elementary 
school. Constructionwas done by A. B. Herrick 
& Sons, Blue Hill, andwas completed in time for 
occupancy in September. Grade 8, which was 
previously housed in the Masonic Hall, now oc- 
cupies part of this new facility. 


(2) Piping of central heat fromthe high school build- 
ing into the Masonic Hall classrooms. 


(3) The purchase of approximately $3,200 worth of 
new physics laboratory equipment. Fiftyper cent 
of the money spent in this area reimbursed by 
Federal government under the provisions of the 
National Defense Education Acts. 


At the 1964 town meeting $1,000 was appropriated for the 
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construction of inside corridors to the high school toilet facil- 
ities. Later consideration indicated the plan to be impractical. 
The school committee, therefore, recommends transfer of the 


$1,000 to Maintenance of Plant and Equipment Account. (See 
article in warrent). 


The supplementary reading program at the elementary sc- 
hool, under the direction of Mrs. Frank Anderson, has been 
expanded to two full days per week because of its effectiveness 
and overall contribution to the educational structure. 


The 1965 budget submitted by the school committee is, be- 
cause of necessity, conservative. Deer Isle's state subsidy for 
the ensuing year will decrease from $32,077 to $26,640. (17%). 
The subsidy loss is mainly due to a $100, 000 increase in state 
valuation of local property and a slight decrease in school en- 
rollment during the previous two-year period. The $5, 437 loss 
in state aid funds must be replaced by local taxation. 


Once again, I express my appreciation to Mrs. Blackmore, 
school union secretary; school committee members; and mun- 


icipal officers for their assistance and cooperation throughout 
the year.

They do 
not include costof the two room addition completed this year as 
this addition was made by the Town, not by the School District. 


The School District however is insuring the entire building. 


Coverage is for eighty-five thousand dollars on the building and 
six thousand on contents.

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REPORT ON DEER ISLE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL ADDITION 


At the 1964 town meeting the selectmen were authorized to 
borrow amaximum of $30,000.00 for the purpose of construct- 
ing and equipping two classrooms and a storage room to be at- 
tached to the Deer Isle Elementary School. 


The school committee, school district trustees, and select- 
men each appointed a representative to serve as a memberof 
the building committee. Members appointed were Emery Cole, 
Daniel Torrey, and Clark Hill. 


Nicholas Holt of Krumbhaar and Holt Associates, Ellsworth, 
was employed by the committee to serve as architect for the 
design and construction of the two-room equivalent. 


A. B. Herrick & Son, Blue Hill, submitted the low bidon the 
proposed construction specifications and was awarded the con- 
tract by the committee. Bids were submitted, also, by F. P. 
& C. H. Murray, Cape Elizabeth; Emmons L. Shea, Ellsworth; 
Prin Allen & Son, Brooklin; and Philip Wessel, Blue Hill. 


Construction was begun early in July, and the building was 


ready for occupancy, with the exceptionof minor details, at the 
opening of school in September.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


Nursing service is provided to the Townof Deer Isle through 
the Division of Public Health Nursing. The public health nurse 
is available to guide the community through its families in the 
planning and execution of a local health program to meet the 
needs of the people. Through home visiting with families in 
the community, the public health nurseis able to assess the un- 
met needs of all age groups. 


In the home your nurse observes the growth and development 
of preschool andschool childrenand encourages parents to have 
their children protected against communicable diseases. When 
deviations from normal development are noted, parents are ad- 
vised to seek medical supervision as soon as possible. 


The school health program offers continuity of health super- 
vision to school children. Each year health examinations are 
offered to children in the fourth, seventh and eleventh grades. 
Parents are urged to attend these health examinations. This 
year thirty-five students were examined with two parents pres- 
ent. The students in the sub-primary and seventh grades were 
given the tuberculin skin test. The audiometer wasused to test 
the hearing of selected students. 


Adults are encouraged to recognize their own needs and those 
of the community so they may develop action to meet these needs. 
The local health committee, a representative of the community, 
has significant value in the planning and execution of a health 
program to meet community needs. I would like to thank the 
members of the health committee, the school personnel and all 
others who helped with the local health program.

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REPORT OF 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


The Deer Isle-Stonington Chamber of Commerce reports that 
it has been able to continue its services to the two communities 
on Deer Isle during 1964. This has been made possible by the 
appropriations which it receives from these Towns and to the 
efforts of its officers, directors and members. Without the 
Town appropriations, its effectiveness would be cut to such a 
degree that itcould not functionproperly. It, therefore, thanks 
the voters and taxpayers for providing the means to allow it to 
serve them. 


The booth, at the "Triangle" on Little Deer Isle, was keptvery 
busy despite the bad weather.

So great was 
the interest in Deer Isle, that itwasnecessary to printa second 
edition of the brochure and map. This made a total of 7,500 of 
both. The supply was virtually exhausted before Labor Day, so 
10,000 copies are envisaged for 1965. 


As atrial, 500 large sized maps of the Island were printed 
to be sold by local stores. Again, the demand was so great that 
a second printing was necessary. A new map will contain geo- 
logical information. Many people have asked for this. 


One of the bus tours from Boston now stops at Deer Isle for 
lunch, and makes a scenic trip around the Island. The various 
restaurants and lobster eating places have done arecord busin- 
ess with much "off island" trade. 


The Chamber and its creation of the "Island Development 
Corporation", served as the focal point for the bond drive nec- 
essary to save the largest industry on the Island. The efforts 
of the officers and directors of both, plus the magnificent work 
done by the quarry workers in soliciting "door to door" resulted 
not only in the subscription being filled, but in an oversubscrip- 
tion. 
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The officers and directors wish again to thank the Town offic- 
ers and citizenship of the two Towns, the membership - both 
islanders and off-islanders - for their support, and the profes- 
sional secretary and her volunteer assistants at the booth. 


Every person on the Island is eligible for membership. We 
welcome them to join and help us in our task,

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REPORT OF 
DEER ISLE PLANNING BOARD 


Since August 1964, whenthe Deer Isle Planning Boardof five 
members and two associate members were appointed, several 
meetings have been held to discuss procedure and recommen- 
dations for a tentative master comprehensive Plan to be sub- 
mitted to the Town for its consideration. 


At an early meeting the Board agreed that major purposes 
of its suggested Plan should be to assureas far aspossible, the 
continued unspoiled scenic attraction of Deer Isle; to keep the 
Town a residential area, with all necessary services and rec- 
reational facilities as are deemed necessary to that end; to con- 
serve its resources and to encourage fishing, forestry and ag- 
ricultural pursuits, as have always been apart of the economy, 
any new industry to be clean and attractive, if the Town isto 
find a place for it, and to guide our development, in accord with 
such objectives. 


Shortly after its first meeting, the Board wrote all Town, 
civic religious, fraternal and service groups, asking them to 
send in suggestions for future development of Deer Isle, Later, 
a Board meeting was held at which representatives of these 
groups and individuals were present and submitted their sugges-— 
tions, supplementing the answers received to our written re- 
quest. These have been most helpful and the cooperation of so 
many persons and organizations is greatly appreciated. 


As many neighboring Towns are considering the same influ- 
ences and purposes as we are, several conferences have been 
held by our Board with the State of Maine Department of Econ- 
omic Development, the Bangor, Blue Hill, Sedgwick, and Cas- 
tine Planning Boards, as well aswith U. S. Senators Smith and 
Muskie, andother Federal sources. Muchinformation has been 
obtained from State of Maine authorities, including the Sewell 
Company and the University of Maine, and sourcesin New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, Georgia, Florida and Massachusetts. 
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The Board has beenpreparingasimple, basic tentative Plan 
for residential, commercial and agricultural areas, and con- 
sidering enabling ordinances. 


Because of the individual and particular aspects of the situa- 
tionin Deer Isle, asis the case in each community, we wish to 
give intensive and thorough study to ourproposals, but it is the. 
hope of the Board to present tentative suggestions to the Town 
for consideration and amendment within the next two months.
